Early  in  my  life,  I often  asked  many  questions  about  our 
ancestors  and  kinfolk.  I learned  very  little  and  all  through  these 
years  I have  felt  that  one  cannot  appreciate  and  understand 
the  present  without  knowing  about  the  past.  This  has  constantly 
lived  with  me  and  as  time  permitted  I did  some  research  work 
hoping  that  I would  find  something  that  would  be  of  interest  to 
our  family. 

Then  the  first  historical  survey  came  out,  published  by  Mrs. 
Beulah  Crodian  Yochum,  1939,  under  the  title  “Through  the 
years  with  the  Clodfelters”.  Reading  and  referring  to  that  issue 
many  times,  I was  unable  to  come  up  with  anything  that  con- 
nected with  our  branch  of  the  family. 

In  1950,  I had  the  privilege  of  meeting  Mr.  Edward  A.  Glat- 
felter  of  York,  Pa.,  then  professor  of  York  High  School,  (now 
retired),  who  told  me  that  the  name  had  been  changed  and  that 
he  was  sure  we  were  of  the  same  family  and  in  doing  research 
work  to  look  under  “G”,  not  “C”.  This  I did  and  a few'  years 
later,  while  at  the  Library  of  Congress,  the  librarian  informed 
me  that  a new  edition  came  out  on  the  Clodfelters  by  Cyril  L. 
Johnson,  Russellville,  Indiana,  in  1954. 

After  reading  his  book,  I found  the  connection  that  has 
brought  the  true  lineage  of  the  family  to  us.  A deep  debt  of 
gratitude  to  Edward  A.  Glatfelter  for  his  interest  in  our  branch 
of  the  Clodfelter  family  of  Iredell  County,  and  to  Cyril  L.  John- 
son of  Russellville,  Indiana,  through  his  genealogy  work  and 
publication,  our  debt  to  you  is  great. 

Dear  relatives  and  related  friends,  now  that  the  door  has 
been  opened  to  this  branch  of  the  family,  I trust  that  we  will 
go  forward  and  as  we  do  we  will  ever  cherish  the  heritage  in- 
trusted to  us  by  those  dear  old  ancestors  who  have  passed  on 
into  eternity.

John  Peter’s  intentions  were  to  migrate  to  the  American  colo- 
nies. He  and  his  family  left  The  Canton  of  Zurich,  Switzerland 
in  1742.  He  met  with  an  accident  and  died.  His  family  then 
returned  with  the  body  to  Glatfelden,  his  home  town. 


Later  his  family  accompanied  his  brother  and  his  family  the 
following  year,  landing  at  the  Port  of  Philadelphia,  on  the  ship 
Francis  and  Elizabeth,  August  30,  1743,  carrying  out  his  wishes. 
They  settled  in  York  County,  Pennsylvania.

Felix,  our  first  pioneer  ancestor  to  come  to  North  Carolina 
around  1765,  was  born  in  the  Swiss  Canton  and  came  with  his 
family  to  America.  They  settled  in  York  County,  Pennsylvania. 
(German  speaking  people.) 


He  married  in  York  County  and  later  he  and  his  family  came 
to  Rowan  County  which  included  Davidson  County  of  today, 
(since  1822.)  He  settled  near  Abbott’s  Creek,  northeast  of  Lex- 
ington, and  there  spent  the  rest  of  his  life.  He  died  January 
18,  1814,  and  his  wife  Sarah,  died  November  23,  1813,  burial  in 
the  Bethany  Church  Cemetery  of  that  community.

John  George  (The  Revolutionary  soldier)  born  in  York 
County,  Pennsylvania,  came  with  his  father  to  Rowan  County, 
North  Carolina,  1765.  His  service  in  the  Revolution  is  on  record 
in  the  War  Department  at  Washington,  D.  C.  He  served  the  last 
two  (2)  months  in  1778  and  the  first  three  (3)  months  in  1779, 
Pvt.  in  the  North  Carolina  troops  under  Captain  John  Lapp 
and  Colonel  Paisly. 

He  was  married  twice,  seven  (7)  children  by  the  first  mar- 
riage which  we  have  a record  of.  From  the  census  and  his  will, 
we  find  that  a greater  number  of  children  were  born  by  his 
second  marriage,  (no  dates,  only  first  name  given.) 

Around  1800  or  soon  thereafter,  he  and  his  family  moved  to 
Iredell  County.  He  acquired  his  first  land  in  1809,  recorded 
1810.  It  was  the  first  purchase  made  by  any  Clodfelter  in  Ire- 
dell County,  from  the  records  of  Statesville,  County  seat  of 
Iredell  County,  Book  “G”  page  361.

THE  FAMILY  OF  DAVID  LEVI  CLODFELTER 

David  Levi  Clodfelter,  B.  1834  1.  William  Monroe  April  26,  1859 
M 2.  Thomas  Levi  Nov.  1,  1861 

Ann  Louise  Troutman,  1858 

In  1858,  he  married  Ann  Louise  Troutman,  born  November 
18,  1837,  in  Iredell  County,  North  Carolina,  daughter  of  Wil- 
liam Miles  and  Sallie  (Miller)  Troutman. 

On  October  13th,  1855,  he  bought  from  Anna  Holshouser  of 
Iredell  County,  North  Carolina,  and  Andrew  J.  Holshouser  of 
Wills  County,  State  of  Illinois,  IO6V2  acres  of  land  in  settle- 
ment of  their  estate,  for  $372.00;  some  of  that  same  tract  of 
land  is  still  in  the  Clodfelter  family.  My  youngest  brother, 
Rahn  S.  Clodfelter,  owns  the  home  place  which  was  built  on  the 
same  site  of  the  original  1%  story  old  log  house.  It  was  in  this 
log  house  that  they  started  housekeeping;  probably  built  by 
David,  for  their  two  sons  were  born  there. 

David  (my  grandfather)  was  ten  (10)  years  old  when  tra- 
gedy struck  their  home,  both  his  father  and  mother  were  taken 
suddenly  by  death  in  1844,  from  poison  some  one  had  put  in 
their  coffee,  burial  in  Rowan  county.  The  belief  was  that  it  was 
done  by  one  of  the  hired  hands  working  on  the  place  at  that 
time;  no  case  for  lack  of  evidence.  This  broke  up  their  home 
and  the  seven  (7)  children  lived  with  relatives  and  friends  of 
that  community. 

David  was  twenty-one  (21)  years  old  when  he  bought  his 
own  land  and  surely  started  building  his  home  soon  after  for 
he  married  at  the  age  of  twenty-four  (24).  On  the  1st  of 
August,  1862,  he  was  conscripted  into  the  Confederate  States 
Army,  Pvt.  Co.  C.  48th  Regiment  North  Carolina  Infantry 
(State  troops).  On  September  18,  1862,  he  died  from  wounds 
received  September  17th,  at  the  battle  of  Antietam,  Sharps- 
burg,  Maryland,  age  28  years  old.  He  was  buried  on  that  battle- 
field leaving  his  widow  and  two  young  sons,  Monroe,  3 years 
old  and  Thomas  10 % months,  (my  father.) 

William  Monroe  Clodfelter,  born  April  26,  1859. 

On  December  18,  1879,  he  married  Ester  Amanda  Goodman, 
born  February  8th,  1858,  daughter  of  Daniel  and  Mary  Ann 
Goodman,  one  adopted  daughter,  Lillie  (Christie)  Clodfelter, 
born  July  13,  1888. 

Uncle  Monroe  died  January  12th,  1933. 

Aunt  Amanda  died  February  1,  1935.  Both  buried  in  St.  Mar- 
tin’s cemetery.

On  December  10,  1885,  he  married  Martha  Jane  Troutman, 
born  February  23,  1865,  daughter  of  John  Jefferson  and  Eliza- 
beth Isabel  (Waugh)  Troutman.  Reverend  William  Bagby  per- 
formed the  ceremony  in  the  presence  of  the  family  of  the  bride 
at  the  residence  of  the  bride’s  mother,  about  4 miles  northwest 
of  Troutman. 

They  set  up  housekeeping  in  that  same  IV2  story  log  house, 
the  same  as  his  father  did  27  years  before.  Father  and  mother 
received  V2  interest  in  the  50  acre  tract  with  the  home  place, 
which  was  left  to  him  and  Uncle  Monroe.  Eight  of  their  nine 
children  were  born  in  the  old  log  house,  youngest  son,  Rahn 
was  born  in  the  new  addition  in  1902. 

After  the  civil  war  or  1865,  Grandmother  remarried  to  E. 
Hoover.  One  daughter  by  that  marriage,  Harriet  Salena  (Hoo- 
ver) Troutman,  born  March  23,  1866.  Hoover  died  suddenly 
while  ploughing  corn.  In  1868,  her  third  (3)  marriage  was  to 
Henry  Collins,  who  lived  on  adjoining  farm,  born  in  1814,  his 
second  marriage.  They  had  two  (2)  daughters,  Laura  (Collins) 
Hines,  born  March  28,  1869,  died  January  24th,  1932.  Mar- 
gret  born  in  1873,  died  Jan.  30th,  1880. 

After  grandmother’s  marriage  to  Collins,  he  wouldn’t  let  the 
two  (2)  boys  live  with  them,  they  were  9 and  7 years  old. 
Grandmother  arranged  with  her  brother  Lafayette  Troutman, 
who  lived  near,  also  on  the  East  Monbo  road  near  the  creek 
now  known  as  the  “Old  Shoemaker  home  place”.  There  they 
lived  and  worked  for  him  until  they  married.  After  the  death 
of  Henry  Collins  in  1905,  grandmother  was  left  alone.  My 
father  built  an  extra  room  for  her  and  she  lived  with  us.  Just 
before  her  death,  she  was  visiting  her  other  son  Monroe.  She 
had  a stroke  and  died  at  his  home  July  14,  1928. 

Thomas  Levi  died  March  5,  1912,  (pneumonia). 

Martha  Jane  died  December  13,  1956,  both  buried  in  St. 
Michael  cemetery,  Troutman,  North  Carolina.
